New Links With 
Alaska Highway 


Oflicial opening of the 1,600 mile 
U.S. highway to Alaska on Novem- 
ber 20, has drawn interest to Alberta 
links with this new road, which is 
expeeted to play a major part in the 
rapid development ef the northwest. 

Alberta now is linked by means 
of a highway running from Grande 
Prairie to the Peace ‘River block by 
way of Pouce Coupe and Daweon 
Creek, on the south side of Peace 
River. 

This winter a road will be open 
from Hines Creek, on the north side 
of the 1iver, to Fort St. John, it is 
learned. Uhis will be available after 
freeze-up, when it will be possible 
to make river crossings. 

The Trans-Canada highway, which 
is now complete, also will link with 
the Alaska highway, in the opinion 
of Hon. T. B. McQueston, minister 
of highways for Ontario. 

Thus, a new highway picture is 
unfolding, showing Alberta in a key 
position and making the interesta of 
motorists all the more important in 
this province.
